Vance Plans 
Initiative 
In Europe 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (IHT) — 
President Carter will send Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance to four Euro- 
pean countries next week to seek 
support for U.S. diplomatic initia- 
tives in the Iran crisis, the State De- 
partment announced today. 

Mr. Vance will meet wiih officials 
in Britain, France, Italy and West 
Germany “to soBdt thrir views on 
the situation,” said State Depart- 
ment spokesman Hodding Carter 
3d. A high-level State and Treasury 
Department nrisrioa was sent to 
Europe today fa discussions in the 
same four countries, as well as Swit- 
zerland. 

Since Mr. Vance will see many of 
the same officials only a few days 
later at a NATO meeting in Brus- 
sels, the hastily arranged stops indi- 
cated new moves against Iran were 
under consideration. 

. . Mr. Vance is scheduled to leave 
Washington Sunday, visit London 
and Pam on Monday, and Rome 
and Bonn on Tuesday. 

Hoddiiig Carter arid “no dramat- 
ic changes are expected" from the 
Vance trip. He said that Mr. Vance 
wanted the allies' views about "dip- 
lomatic initiatives we are undertax- 
ing and plan to undertake ... I 
do not' want to try to itemize what 
he is going to do.” 

White House 'officials said the 
United States woukl not ask ip Eu- 
ropean allies to stop accepting Ira- 
nian oil as the Ututed States has, 
but they may be asked to stop drip- 
ping spare mflitaxy parts to Iran a 
to deny landing righ ts to Iranian 
aircraft at European airports.

TEHRAN. Dec. 6 — Tens of 
thousands erf supporters of a mod- 
erate I ranian religious leader, pro- 
testing a new Islamic constitution 
that gives absolute powers fa life to 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, 
seized the radio and television sta- 
tion in the northwest city of Tabriz 
today in a major outbreak of do- 
mestic unrest. 

Meanwhile, the I ranian foreign 
minister took a cautiously concilia- 
tory tone toward a UN Security 
Council resolution calling fa the 
release of the 50 American hos- 
tages. 

The reports from Tabriz indicat- 
ed that the city was in the control of 
the demonstrators. 

Ayatollah Khomeini appealed fa 
calm and national unity m a state- 
ment broadcast over Tehran radio, 
in which he indirectly implicated 
the United States in Iran's domestic 
problems, labeling Washington a 
“bloodthirsty regime.” 

Tens of thousands of support, 
of moderate Ayatollah Kazem Sba, 
iatmadari were involved in the dem- 
onstrations in Tabriz. After the 
seizure of the radio and television 
station, they announced that the lo- 
cal governor had been ousted, 
pledged their continued support fa 
Ayatollah Shariatmadan, said po- 
lice and army units had joined than 
and demanded that the Islamic con- 
st! ration, approved in a .referendum 
Sunday and Monday, be amended. 

But they carefully pledged their 
continued support fa Ayatollah 
Khomrini personally. 

Ayatollah Shariatmadari, a 
champion of the minorities in Iran, 
opposed parts of the constitution 
that he felt gave Ayatollah Kho- 
mrini too much potAer. 

Last night the moderate leader's 
home in the holy city of Qotn was 
stormed by gunmen. At least one 
guard was lolled and nine woe 
wounded, but Ayatollah Shariatma- 
dari escaped harm. 

Ayatollah Khomeini broke a si- 
lence of many days when he ap- 
pealed fa national unity and said 
the attack in Qom was “caused by 
plotters who must be condemned.” 
He urged Iranians to “be on guard 
so that plotters do not repeat these 
actions. 

He said Iran is “confronted with 
the bloodthirsty American regime 
and it is essential that all groups 
must unite to face the great enemy 
and must not give any opportunity 
to foreign agents and filthy support- 
ers of the former regime.” 

Ayatollah Khomrini met Ayatol- 
lah Sharia tmadar i in Qom early to- 
day to try to resolve the conflict and 
head off further trouble. The Tabriz 
takeover occurred several hours lat- 
er.

Saudis Drop Special Oil Deal With Italy 
Amid Scandal Over Alleged Commissions

ROME, Dec. 6 (NYT) — Saudi 
Arabia suspended a large part erf its 
ion deliveries to Italy yesterday be- 
cause erf charges in the Italian press 
that huge commissions have been 
paid to Saudi and Italian officials 
and politicians. 

The Saudi announcement brings 
a new dimension to a maja politi- 
cal scandal that is bring investigat- 
ed by the Italian Parliament. Pre- 
mier Francesco Cosstea today or- 
dered an inquiry into Erne Nazion- 
ale Idiocarmiri. Italy’s pant state- 
owned energy company. Yesterday, 
Siro Lombardini, the minister fa 
state enterprises, requested the sus- 
pension of ENTs president, Giorgio 
MazzantL ■ 

The Sandi action concerns a deal 
under which Petromm, the Saudi 
state company, had undertaken to 
sell 12i minion tons erf crude oil to 
AGIP, the petroleum subsidiary of 
ENL over a 30-month period begin- 
ning last July. A ton <rf oil is about 
7 barrels. 

This deal was in addition to-ihe 
more 20 imflion tons of crude 
a year that Italy has been buying 
from Saudi Arabia through interna- 
tional oil companies. These deliver- 
ies are not affected by the Saudi de- 
cision. 

Italy inmoted 108 million tons 
of crude ou last year. When the ad- 
ditional ENI-Petromin deal was an- 
nounced last June, it was hailed as a 
major i mp rovement in the country’s 
energy situation. Imported oil pro- 
vides fa about 75 percent of Italy's 
ann ual energy needs. 

Italian officials confirmed that 
the price for the ENl-Pctromiri deal 
was S18 a barrel, Tar below the pric- 
es charged by other suppliers. How- 


ever, in addition ENI is reported to 
have agreed to pay a 7-percent com- 
mission amounting to a total of 
$1 15 million fa the 30-month deal. 
The commission apparen tly was ap- 
proved by Mr. Mazzanti, who has 
close connections with the Socialist 
Party, and by Gaetano Stammati, a 
leading Christian Democrat who 
was mmista fa state enterprises in 
the previous administration, when 
Giulio Andreotti was premier. 

The key question in the political 
scandal is: Who received the com- 
mission? Italian newspapers have 
been saying that more than half of 
the SI 15 million was transferred to 
Swiss banks to be paid to Italian 
politicians, and that the remainder 
went to Saudi offidris.

Moscow Reports 
1,500 in Pullout 

MOSCOW, Dec. 6 <AP) — The 
Soviet Union said today that 1,500 
men and their weapons and equip- 
ment were involved in the initial 
stage of a Soviet troop withdrawal 
from East Germany. 

The brief announcement by Tass 
was the fust report in Soviet news 
media on the troop pullback, which 
began yesterday. 

The withdrawal followed Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev’s an- 
nouncement Oct. 7 that Moscow 
planned to pull up to 20,000 troops 
and 1.000 tanks out of East Germa- 
ny as a peace gesture. Tass said the 
withdrawal “is to-be completed in 
September. 1980."

SEOUL, Dec. 6 (NYT) — Choi 
Kyu Hah, a 60-year-old career dip- 
lomat, was today chosen as South 
Korea's fourth president by limited 
suffrage and the opposition New 
Democratic Party called for the free 
election of a new pres dent by pop- 
ular vole by Aug. 15, 1980. 
a “I will do my bet to achieve po- 
litical development matching eco- 
nomic and social progress, said 
Mr. Choi, a tall and heavy-set man, 
after he was chosen president by 
South Korea's electoral college. He 
received 2,465 votes out of 2,549 
with 84 invalid votes cast He was 
the only candidate for pres dent at 
a secret ballot held without debate. 

Mr. Choi, who served as premier 
under President Park Chung Hee 
and has been acting head of state 
since Park’s murder on Oct 27, 
took over full powers as president 
but South Korea remains under 
martial law. 

Real power is in the hands of 
army generals led by martial law 
commander Chung Seung Hwa, 
who is army chief of staff. Political 
stability is unlikely to return to the 
country unless Mr. Choi moves to 
revise the constitution and hold free 
presidential and parliamentary elec- 
tions, political analysts say. 

Both Gen. Chung and the leader 
of the ruling Democratic Republi- 
can Party, Kim Jong PS, said pri- 
vately that revision of Park’s 1972 
constitution — which concentrates 
power in the president's hands and 
weakens the legislature — might 
take two years.

Russians Said to Bomb Afghan Rebels

NEW DELHI, Dec. 6 (AP) — 
The Soviet Union has escalated its 
role in die 19-month-old civil war in 
Afghanistan, using its own pfanfts 
to bomb rebel-held villages in Bada- 
kh&han province, a delayed report 
from Kabul disclosed today.

A 50-cent tax would raise about 
$50 billion even after consumption 
Was reduced. A tax of that magni- 
tude would increase the consumer 
price index roughly 3 percent al- 
most immediately.- ana probably 
about 2 percent more within two 
years, adm ini stration economists es- 
timate. 

Most or perhaps all of (he $50 
bfllioa would be returned to the 
public through Social . Security or 
income tax cuts and direct pay- 
ments to low-income families. 
Carter aides said yesterday. 

Some of the president's advisers 
would prefer using about $15 bil- 
lion of the proceeds, should the tax 
be imposed, to cover tbe expected 
deficit and balance tbe 1981 budget

Senate Defeats GOP Move to Cut Taxes

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (WP) —

Moy- 
nihan hailed tbe vote as maintain- 
ing the “integrity of the budget pro- 
cess,” Republicans complained that 
they had been cheated out of a vote 
and vowed to continue pressing the 
issue. 

In debate on his proposal. Sen. 
Roth contended that inflation, the 
proposed windfall profits tax and 


other forces will boost the govern- 
ment's share of GNP, the value of 
all goods and services produced in 
tbe United States, to nearly 22 per- 
cent by 1981. substantially higher 
than its average of 19 percent over 
the last quarter-century.

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The Math of Realpolitik 


The week’s lesson in the mathematics of 
Realpolitik was taught, as usual, by Leonid 
Brezhnev. Its objective, as always, was to 
protect Soviet advantages where they exist 
and procure them where they don’t. But, as is 
frequently the case, the precise terms of the 
equation, the number of unknowns and the 
solution remain relatively obscure. That does 
not mean, however, that analysis of the avail- 
able information might not yield an approxi- 
mation of Moscow’s goals. 

* * * 

To begin with the obvious, the Soviet Un- 
ion has taken its clearest stand yet on the 
Tehran hostage crisis. It is pro-Khomeini and 
anti-United States. The authoritative Pravda 
article setting forth the position was pub- 
lished the same day a small number of Soviet 
troops and tanks began pulling out of East 
Germany with a great deal of fanfare. The 
troop withdrawal is meant to favorably influ- 
ence (from the Soviet viewpoint) NATO mis- 
sile deployment. East- West force reduction, 
talks and to a lesser degree the Senate’s deci- 
sion on the SALT treaty. The Iran statement 
is bound to have the opposite effect. If the 
equation were a simple one, the two terms 
would cancel each other out 
But geopolitical equations are generally 
more complex than they seem. For one thing, 
the underlying assumptions are neither static 
nor self-evident Take, for example, the no- 
tion that the Soviet Union is extremely eager 
for Senate passage of SALT-2. That has long 
been an article of faith in Washington, fed by 
Soviet statements and actions. If the assump- 
tion that the Kremlin has an over-riding de- 


sire to see SALT-2 pass is correct, it should 
come as a considerable surprise that the Sovi- 
et Union would further endanger the already 
imperiled treaty. 

One could argue convincingly, of course, 
that after baying surveyed their global inter- 
ests, the Soviet leaders concluded that the 
calculated risk was worth taking.- The words 
and actions’ of. Tudeh, the small, Moscow- 
guided Iranian Communist Party, over the 
last few months, would surely support the 
view that the Russians have cast their lot 
with Khomeini. 

There is another; solution, however, that is 
more attractive, if only for its elegance. Sup- 
pose the Soviet leadership has decided that 
the most threatening potential development 
of the 1980s does not consist of the United 
States unrestrained by SALT-2, but rather 
Western Europe aimed with medium-range, 
nuclear-tipped MIRVed missil es that can 
strike Mother Russia. Since the deployment 
of such missiles is several years off, and since 
several European governments have indicat- 
ed that without SALT-2 they might not want 
the missiles, it changes the equation. Moscow 
might no longer want the treaty to pass. If 
that analysis is correct, as a fillip it would 
allow the Russians greater freedom to pursue 
their pro-Khomeini policy in Iran. 

* * * 

The lesson for the West is that it should 
keep an eye on its own interests. As a bit of 
homework in probability theory, NATO gov- 
ernment might ask themselves what the 
chances are that the Russians did their calcu- 
lations on a U.S. computer. 
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Lesson in Argentina 


During the recent years of terror in Argen- 
tina, one of the worst aspects was the bitter 
despair of families seeking information about 
missing relatives. The government and the 
courts were of almost no help. The Roman 
Catholic Church, which was of such comfort 
in Chile, did little in Argentina. The newspa- 
pers, as a rule, avoided the issue. All anyone 
could do, when a distraught mother or wife 
sought advice, was say: “See Bob Cox.” 

Robert Cox, editor of the English-language 
Buenos Aires Herald, has had the courage, 
the integrity and the ultimate faith in Argen- 
tine society and human nature in general to 
describe the situation as it is. He has written 
not only of the violence of leftist outlaws but 
also of the bloody counterterrorism con- 
doned by the government. He has argued 
that only democracy and respect for h uman 
rights could restore order in Argentina. 

But now, long after the military govern- - 
ment has claimed it has restored order, Cox 
has been forced to leave. 

A British subject married to an Argentine, . 
Cox is no outsider. He made his home in 
Buenos Aires, and he viewed events with a 
sympathetic local eye. He did not condemn 


Portugal: The 

Portuguese democracy has taken some new 
turns with the apparent electoral victory of 
Francisco Sa Cameiro’s rightist coalition. 
Despite gains by hard-line Communists, con- 
servatives are likely to predominate in the 
government for the Erst time since soldiers 
toppled the Caetano dictatorship in 1974. 
And for the first time since parliamentary de- 
mocracy began in 1976, a premier should em- 
erge with an absolute majority.

Paradoxically, this smooth transition from 
left to right owes much to the election’s main 
loser, Mario Soares, the former premier and 
leader of the Socialist Party. When Soares 
inaugurated constitutional government more 
than three years ago, Portugal had become 
accustomed to deciding its political fate in 
the streets.

Soares proved them wrong. With extraor- 
dinary agility, he embraced the right, then 
the left, then the right again.

He faltered in 
mid- 1978, but by then Portugal's political

B RUSSELS' — Truth has finally 
dawned upon the Kremlin. 
Leonid Brezhnev’s report to the 
Central Commit tee of the Commu- 
nist Party on the state of the Soviet 
Union is the most severe and criti- 
cal account of the Soviet economy 
ever presented in public by the So- 
viet leadership. 

Furthermore,' the ministers re- 
sponsible for this devastating state 
of affairs were criticized openly and 
12 of them nmari pubEcty — this 
for the first time since the days of 
Lenin. 

The evidence of failure is clear. 
The growth rate of national income 
— which roughly corresponds to the 
gross national product in Western 
countries — will not top 2 percent, 
instead of the planned 43 percent 
this year. The income per inhabit- 
ant of the Soviet Union wQl rise by' 
23 percent instead of 33 percent, 
and the rale of industrial growth 
will come to 3.6 percent instead of 
the S.7 percent forecast Worker 
productivity will remain lower than 
any level expected. - . 

Undreamed of Areas 

The harvest wifi be a disaster, 
that is, about 25 percent less than 
set by the five-year plan. And the 
national npifornir. of scarcity wifi 
attain almost undreamed of areas. 
In addition to a permanent lack of 
meal, there will also be little soap, 
few detergents and a dearth of 
matches. This year’s production 
indexes wifi fall to a low yet un- 
known in the Soviet Union in peace 
time. It is safe to say that the plan 
for next year, as well as the current 
five-year plan (1976-1980) wifi not 
be successful and wfil have to be 
revised downward. _ 

Now that truth has dawned upon 
Moscow, the time for decisions can- 
not be far behind. As yet, none of 
the ministers named for having 
faulted has lost his job, although 
the outlook for their future cannot 
be considered optimistic. Mr. Bre- 
zhnev himself denounced “negH- 
ge po e. indolence, irresponsibility” 
and has demanded that those who 
aregufliy be punished.

SISOPHON DISTRICT, Cambo- 
dia, Dec. 6 — Cambodians who ar- 
rived this week in this sprawling en- 
campment of low, thatched-roof 
huts, where about 300,000 refugees 
of famine and war have gathered 
and thousands? more arrive daily, 
told of hn dinrin ished famine and 
-listened skeptically to reports from 
international relief oiganiza lions 
that food was being widely distrib- 
uted in many areas of this country. 

Officials from Qxfam, the British 
relief group, and the United Na- 
tions Children’s Fund, which to- 
gether with the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross is conduct- 
ing the official Western relief effort, 
stated in (he last few days that they 
ware satisfied with the distribution 
of relief goods. 

However, a highly placed interna- 
tional relief official, who asked not 
to be identified, said that be be- 
lieved 80 to 90 percent of the sup- 
plies that have been delivered to the 
Vietnamese-controlled government 
in Phnom Penh remains ware- 
housed in the capital and at the pan 
of Kompong Som, 

The official speculated that the 
reason might be logistical and ad- 
ministrative incapacity in a country 
that has been grossly depleted of 
equipment, infrastructure and man- 
power. 

The Cambodians interviewed 
here, as well as in a Thai bolding 
center across the border, came from 
various regions of the country, from 
the Western provinces of Banam- 
bang and Siem Reap, the central 
provinces of Kompong Thom and 
Kompong Chhnang and Kandal in 
the southeast, around Phnom Penh. 

little Rice Seen 

Only two persons among several 
dozens interviewed said they had 
seen rice horn Unicef and the Red 
Cross being distributed. The men — 
one frpm Stem Reap and the other 
from Kompong flihriang — said 
they were given small quantities 
and immediately prepared a meal. 
This was fortunate, they said, be- 
cause the portions that remained 
uneaten were taken back by Viet- 
namese soldiers on the evening of 
then same day. 

Touch Sothima, from Kompong 
Chhnang, said women and children 
cried when the soldiers collected the 
rice but no one offered resistance. 
Similar tales have been heard by 
refugee officials and diplomats who 
routinely question new arrivals. 

On the other hand, a wo man 
from Kandal, Mrs. Tran Chiv, re- 
ported that the tens of thousands of 
displaced persons gathered in the 
area of Phnom Penh, In the hope of 
being allowed to return to their 
homes in the capital, received 
monthly rations of Vietnamese rice. 
She said that through October the 
ration amounted to 8.8 pounds of 


rice for her famil y group of seven 
persons, but last month they 
received 22 pounds. 

She said toe people supplemented 
their free rations with small 
amounts of sweet potatoes, greens 
and edible tree pulp, which are ac- 
quired by barter, or with rice 
bought on the black market from 
Vietnamese soldiers. 

People from other provinces said 
they never received nee rations but 
irregular amounts of red corn, 
which they said came from the Sovi- 
et Union. 

Hunger and Illness 

All the Cambodians questioned 
said that hunger and illnesses that 
stem from it were prevalent in their 
regions and in the areas that they 
crossed in their journey to this bor- 
der region. Most said that hunger 
had driven them to undertake the 
risky journeys, which the govern- 
ment in Phnom Penh and its Viet- 
namese allies consider as defection. 

Among the small minority of ed- 
ucated, urban people, Vietnamese 
occupation and opposition to all 
Communist regimes that restrict 
freedom were frequently cited as 
motives of equal force. 

While the fanners interviewed as- 
serted that the Vietnamese intended 
to plunder the rice for their own 


use. a more likely explanation is 
that the authorities want to handle 
the distribution of the harvest 
rather than leuing the growers eat 
or barter away their own crops. 

Indicative of the scarcity of food 
was the fad that many men encoun- 
tered in this squalid agglomeration 
had come here only to get food for 
their families living' deep in the inte- 
rior of Cambodia. 

A former fisheries employee in 
Phnom Penh, who now lives in Siem 
Reap and plans to return there by 
bicycle this week with rice for hts 
family, laughed bitterly when asked 
whether he bad seen Red Cross- Un- 
icef rice being distributed in the 
town and replied: 

“1 only heard about it on the ra- 
dio. The American radio.''

Democracy Wall in Peking 
Abolished by City Officials 


PEKING, Dec. 6 CAP) —The Pe- 
lting city government abolished De- 
mocracy Wall today and ruled that 
only carefully screened posters can 
be put up in Moon Altar Park, a 
mile to the west. 

The battered old wall in the cen- 
ter of the city, which Tor a year has 
symbolized the tiny Pelting human 
rights movement, officially goes out 
of existence Saturday. 

The Pelting municipal revolution- 
ary committee said tnat putting up 
posters at the wall in the Xidan sec- 
tor of Peking is prohibited as well 
as in other public places except for 
the pork, whose name in Chinese is 
Yuetan. 

A registration center will be set 
up near the park site for those who 
wish to put up posters. Their 
names, pseudonyms, addresses and 
units to which they Belong will be 
recorded. 

Though it said the content of the 
posters will not be examined at the 
center, “writers of big-character 
posters will be held responsible for 
the political and legal implications 
of the^ content It is forbidden to re- 
veal state secrets, to fabricate infor- 
mation and make* false charges, to ' 
libd and conduct other activities 
that violate the law.” 


The city government's move in 
effect brought an end to 12 months 
of nearly uninhibited expression in 
the Chinese capital. 

The notice, distributed by the 
Chinese news agency, said “creating 
disturbances or riots at the selected 
site will be duly punished according 
to law” 

It added: “These stipulations 
have been ret to protect the people’s 
democratic rights, safeguard social 
order, facilitate the handling of pro- 
posals and reasonable demands set 
forth in some big-character posters, 
and prevent the use of posters un- 
der pseudonyms for the conducting 
of law-breaking activities.” 

It also said that citizens will con- 
tinue to have the right to put up 
praters within the unit to which the 
writer belongs. 

It noted that the stipulations 
were “for the time bang.' 1 but did 
not explain further. 

Wall posters and newspapers 
have for centuries been a traditional 
vehicle for criticizing Chinese 
rulers.

East Bloc Urges NATO to Reject

MOSCOW. Dec 6 (AP) — The 
foreign ministers of the Soviet-led 
Warsaw Pact called today on 
NATO to consider once again the 
European military situation and re- 
frain from complicating the current 
deployment of forces. 

In a communique following a 
meeting in Berlin and published to- 
day in Moscow, the Warsaw- Pact 
ministers condemned NATO's 
“dangerous plans" to step up Euro- 
pean armaments by deploying 572 
new US. missiles in West Europe. 

The ministers repeated Moscow’s 
call for immediate “businesslike ne- 
gotiations" on reducing weaponry 
m Europe before any more weapons 

are deployed. 

Their meeting came a week be- 
fore NATO government ministers 
are due to make a final decision on 
deploying the new missiles. The 
Warsaw Pact session also coincided 
with the withdrawal of part of a So- 
viet tank division from East Germa- 


ny, a step Soviet Union has called 
proof of its commitment to detente. 

The communique reiterated the 
Warsaw Pact’s interest in convening 
an all- European conference on mili- 
tary detente and disarmament, first 
suggested by the pact in May.

N uremberg — a Goman town 

without a Christmas marke t is like a 
German home without a Christmas 
tree — unflunkable. One of the loos- 
est enduring and certainly the best-known is 
Nuremberg’s nmxtiriptflemmHrt a tradition 
that dates from the Middle Ages. Held in the 
hern of the old city, the market begins on the 
Friday before the Erst Sunday of Advent and 
lasts- until Christmas .Eve. A perfect place for a 
Sunday visit. 

Larger-than-life angrf^ mark the entrance 
streets to tire main market square. Wooden 
booths covered with red and white striped awn- 
ings are jammed so tightly into aisles in die 
square that the icy drizzles of early December 
are barely noticeable An aroma of fragrant 
ghdnvein (mulled wine) draws the crowds to the 
stalls. 

' Dress warmly, bring the children and a pock- 
etful of marks; tbe yares are irresistible. Toys 
and lebkuchen, a spicy dark cake made with 
honey from the nearby Reichswald, seem to 
take op half tire stands. Huge lebkuchen hearts 
dangle overhead on red ribbons, blazoned with 
messages in icing: “Sweethearts forever” or 
“Kissing is no aa" The f^rigtinax tree decora- 
tions are a delight: painted wooden, sleds and 
soldiers, intricate pewter horses and horns, all 
suspended by siring as if from some pant tree. 
One of tire best toy boys (available at tire same 
fixed price in department stores) are thejointed 




and Playmobue. 

The Christ Child who rives His name to tire 
market is a life-size wooden figure in a creche 
scene in tire noddle of the square. Pine boughs 
are pfied about; the Bethlehem star' shines 
above: And this year, a display of 100 creches 
collected from all over the world is. on show in 
(he Radians. 

To appreciate to the full the Christmas 
of light against a cold night, yon should arrive 
late m the afternoon ana stay until rinsk. The 
Frauenlrircbe (Church of Our Lady) dad tire 
Schoener Bniennen (Beautiful Fountain) on the 
edge of the square are bathed in ti g ht, and each 
booth glows from the inside out 

Since it’s best to visit the market last, yon 
might want to take a good look at Nuremberg 
earlier in tire day. Driving clockwise around the 
outside of tire wall of the inner city, you can get 
a fed for the massiveness of tbe medieval ram- 
parts and towers that are set away from the 
street by a moat. Enter the inner city at rare of 
tire northwest gates. -If you’re there before 1 
pjn. on Sunday, you can fit in a tour of tire 
Albrecht Duerer House, located just across 
from the castle entrance: Tbe five-room mncuum 
only shows facsimiles of the artist’s work, bnt 
tire exhibits that show how Rembrandt and 
other masters copied Duerer are eye-opening. 

Slop the interior, bat do walk up to the castle 
walls for tire best view of the city. After heavy 
damage caused by bombs in World War U, 
most of what’s left of -tire characteristic half- 
timbered, steep-roofed buildings of Nurtmbng 
re m ai n in this quarter. Walk downhill for a look 
at tire Gothic SL Sebakl Church. Behind it, on 
tbe downhill side, is the Bratwursthanede, a res- 
taurant that serves tire best bratwursi in town. 
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You order the finger-small, spicy sausages, a 
Nuremberg specialty, Tiy the amount you think 
you can consume. They are served on tin plates 
with honestrto-goodness German potato salad 
or sauerkraut flavored with juniper berry, with a 
roll and beer on the side. Fortified with i track, 
you’re ready to f&ce the cold and crowds. ' 

Continuing downhfiL you plunge the 
market at the comer , of the fountain, the 
Schoener Bruenncn. On the gates of tins Gothic 
jewel is a rifij^i&ufs been polished by a thou- 

After you’ve worked op- a supper appetite at 
the market, leave the square at the comer diago- 
nally opposite the fountain. Walk a block onto 
the bridge and look left. The pink stone walls of 
the Hetiig-Geist-S{Htal straddle the river Feg- 
mtz, from over bask to island. Its ffickering

P ARIS — Before Paris had an Eiffel Tower, one of tire aiys famil- 
iar ei g ht s was a Prunier kanak (oyster-shucker) bicydmg through 
the streets on his way to some grand household, a basket of oysters 
on Ins head. Just before dinner, the kanak in tire kildrea pried 
open tire bivalves and arranged them on platters of seaweed and crushed 
ice. The pampered home delivery service went on for over half a century. 

Prunier, now in its 107th year, is on its way to beco ming Prtmter again, 
after having fallen into near total eclipse since World Wa? EL At the Edm 
of the restaurant that once was Europe’s Synonym for fine fish and the 
pearl of oysters is a youthful new team. Maguy and Gilbert Le Coze are 
already known and admired in Paris for their small bnt outstanding Left 
Bank seafood restaurant, le Bonardin. 

The attractive brother and sister seem custom-tailored for the task of 
reviving Premier’s glory. They were brought up in Brittany. Father and 
grandfather were fishermen. Gilbert’s culinary style is to enhance the in- 
trinsic posonality of each fish, rathor than made it with elaborate sauces. 

There is a sentimental motivation as welL In 1933, Framer's assistant 
cashier, a 17-year-old Bretcnxte named Bernadette, was fired because the 
head cashier reared she was too pretty. Bernadette later became tire mother 
of Gilbert and Maguy. As for Papa Le Coze, he remembers being invited to 
dine at Prunier by a lady when be was 19 and m the mOitazy service. 

By tradition, Paris respects its best restaurants, elevating them to quasi- 
momimcau status. And when they cease' to exist, the very best heroine 
le g end s, like Voism, La Rne, Fqyot,Nod Peters, and tire Cafe des Anglais 
which belonged to tire maternal family of tire Tour d’Aigenfs Claude 
TerraiL * • , 

Alfred Prunier opened a bistro on the rue d’Antin in 1872 where he 
served only oystas, snails, milled entiep and sheep’s trotters with sauce 
poulette. After he moved to 9 roe Dnphot in 1875, for years he maintained 
the rale that no customer could be served unless he ordered oystas. And 
Pnnrier’s oysters were good, coming directly from its own beds and parks 
off the Brittany coast, a pioneering achievement of Alfred's son Emile. 

The spacious two-storey restaurant represented La Vie Pariswame both 
at home and abroad. Edward VD, Gustav V and tire Russian Grand Dukes 
headed for tbe rue Duphot when they craved a.platier of Bdons or Mar- 
ennes, a lobster in champ agne sauce, a Channel sole treated to countless 
fanciful preparations.

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IMF Director Points to Danger 
Of Ineffective Energy Policies 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 6 (AP-DJ) 
“7 Jacques de Larosiere. managing 
director of the International Mone- 
tary Fund, warned last night that 
the world will have to accept “grow- 
ing” economic instability unless re- 
alistic and effective ways can be 
found to deal with energy problems. 

“No anti- inflation effort, no sus- 
tained policy of growth, and no 
plan to organize the world's mone- 
taiy system could survive if the 
present energy situation were to 
continue.” Mr. de Larosiere sard in 
a speech delivered before the U.S. 
Council of the International Cham- 
ber of Comerce in New York. 

Mr. de Larosiere said that a “re- 
alistic pricing policy for energy” is 
an immediate prerequisite both for 
conservation and for development 
of additional sources of supply and 

that i; i. . 


de Larosiere said, the rates of 
monetary expansion were “too 
high” during die last few years and 
should be reduced over the medium 
term. 

“Control of demand through a 
more decisive use of fiscal and 
monetary policies." he said, “is of 
primary importance in the fight 
against inflation.'' 

Mr. de Larosiere. whose speech 
text was made public here, also re- 
viewed the efforts of IMF to assist 
member nations in dealing with 


their economic adjustments and in- 
ternational-payments problems. He 
said that he was confident the 
finance ministers and central bank- 
ers who will meet in Hamburg next 
April wifl make “substantial prog- 
ress” on the long-discussed IMF 
“substitution account.” 

Generally, this is a plan for the 
IMF to take in dollars and possibly 
other currencies held abroad in ex- 
change for a new IMF international 
asset denominated in terms of an 
average of selected currencies.

NEW YORK. Dec. 6 (.AP-DJ) — 
Boeing has won the major battle 
over Airbus Industrie for U.S. air- 
craft orders for the 1980s, analysts 
said, after the announcement yes- 
terday that Trans World Airlines 
would buy Boeing’s 767. 

After one of the most bitter bat- 
tles for an aircraft order in recent 
years, TWA said that it had placed 
orders for 10 of Boeing’s 767 jets 
plus took options for 10 more. 
Airbus Industrie, the European con- 
sortium composed mainly of 
French. West German and British 
companies, had offered its A-310 to 
TWA. 

The TWA order was of critical 
importance in the aerospace indus- 
try. not because the initial order 
was so big. but because it was the 
climax of a battle for the U.S. mar- 
ket. United Airlines, a unit of UAL 
IncL, American Airlines, and Delta 
Air Lines have already chosen Boe- 
ing's 767 as their 200-seat medium- 
range aircraft. 

Among the major airlines, only 
TWA had not picked an aircraft in 
this category. 

Thus, the issue was whether 
Airbus Industrie would be able to 


crack the U.S. market with its 200- 
seat A-310. or whether Boeing 
would practically monopolize it 
Boeing's win, one analyst said, 
means that the Seattle-based com- 
pany “will now have a stranglehold 
cm that part of the IMS. market.” 

Following a board meeting in 
Phoenix, Ariz., TWA said that its 
firm order for the 10 Boeing planes 
will be valued at $500 million. The 
airline added that it had not yet se- 
lected engines for the planes, but 
that the board would consider the 
issue at its January meeting.

Japan’s Move in 'Rate War 5 


By Fowler W. Martin 

LONDON, Dec. 6 (AP-DJ) — Among major na- 
tions Japan is perhaps the best bet to fire the next 
shot in what some commentators have come (o call 
“the interest rate war.” 

That’s because the country seems likely to run ah 
inflation rate substantially higher than the rate of 
interest that short-term yen deposits yield to inves- 
tors — meaning that money market participants 
who choose to mainto p cash balances in yen will 
probably lose money in real terms. 

A similar situation led to Italy's discount rate 
boost yesterday. Although the 3-percentage point 
hike by. th® Bank of Italy to 15 percent appeared to 
be a mighty salvo in the global “conflict," in fact it 
was just about the minimum needed to push yields 
on soon- term lire deposits into acceptable territory 
in inflation-adjusted, or “real” terms. 

Off shore Deposits 

Before yesterday’s sharp jump in Eurolire interest 
rates to levels in excess of 20 percent — a move- 
ment attributable to speculators borrowing the Ital- 
ian currency to seO it short on reports that Saudi 
Arabia had hailed ofl shipments to Ente Nazionale 
Idrocarburi (ENI), Italy’s state-owned oil company, 
as a result of an alleged payoff scandal — three- 
month offshore deposits in the Italian currency 
yielded about 16 percent. 

At the 16 percent level, three-month Eurolire de- 
posits seemed likely to yield investors a rather unat- 
tractive negative 5 percentage points, assuming that 
the trend of Italian inflation over tbe last {wo 
months — an annual rate of about 21 percent — 
was to continue over another three. Such a rate of 
return would not likely be satisfactory to investors, 
resulting in a steady shift out of lire. 

Following the discount rate boost, money market 
houses were bidding for Eurolire deposits at 20.63 
percent, which gives an investor the chance of at 
least about breaking even on current inflationary 
tendencies — which could be a bit exaggerated. 
Since a sharp positive yield, which wookltend to 
attract foreign money into the lire, is not too likely, 
however, the Italian rate boost might be considered 
“defensive" rather than a case of new aggression in 
the interest rate battle. 

That is because its effect is more likely to merely 
discourage current lire holders from deserting the 
currency than to draw in new money from abroad. 

“Aggressors” in the current war might be identi- 
fied as those nations that raise domestic interest 


rates to very attractive real-yield levels, thus draw- 
ing in foreign money, causing their currencies to

ropean monetary system. West Germany, despite 
bang weaker competitors in the world market as * 
measured by their respective trade-balance trends. 
Many economists would argue that both countries 
should uim interest rates and allow their currencies 
to depreciate to regain competitiveness. 

The opposite point of view is that by keeping 
import costs low, inflation can better be kept undo: 
controL This will result in relatively low wage settle- 
ments compared with other nations and thus im- 
proved competitiveness. The problem with this ap- 
proach is that if all major nations tty it, interest 
rates will leapfrog upward into sharp positive terri- 
tory, reaching punitive levels for borrowers, who 
also tend to be employers. A severe recession in 
which all will suffer would be the ultimate outcome 
as b usiness activity slows to a crawl. 

A new discount rate boost by the Japanese, even 
a very sharp one, would dearly be a “defensive” 
move in the current “war.” 

Banks accepting offshore yen deposits (Euroyen) 
are currently offering investors about 8.9 percent 
for ihreo-month money. Japanese inflation, howev- 
er, ran at about a 11.4-percent annual rate over the 
last six months. If one assumes that that rate is 
likely to continue for the next three months, a three- 
month Euroyen deposit would yield a negative 2L5 
percent in real terms. 

Thai alone is a significant disincentive tor yen 
holders, but the actual -outcome could be much 
worse. Considering only the latest two months 
rather than the last six, Japanese inflation was run- 
ning at a 17,4-percent annual rate, which if contin- 
ued, would yield a totally unacceptable negative 8 5 
percent.

(Pro-Alcohol) 

On September 9 th, in the presence of Brazilian President Joao Figueiredo, a Protocol 
Agreement between Industry and Government was signed at a special ceremony at 
Brasilia’s Presidential Palace. This agreement represents the world’s first major

Total production for the year ending December 31, 1979, by the Brazilian automo- 
tive industry will be nearly 1.1 million vehicles, of which 110.000 are destined for 
export. 

The commitment for production, during the first three years of up to 

900,000 ALCOHOL-FUELED VEHICLES 

was developed following a suggestion from Brazilian private businessmen, subse- 
quently approved by the National Energy Commission on September 11. 

The main points of the agreement are: 

1. Beginning J amiary 1, 1980 Brazil’s automotive industry will produce 100% alcohol- 
fueled vehicles as follows: 

1980 - 25Q,000 vehicles 

1981 - 300,000 vehicles • 

1982 - 350,000 vehicles 

2. The Brazilian government will guarantee the supply of alcohol-fuel for these 
vehicles -in the main service stations of Rio de Janeiro, Sao Paulo and other states 
where the vehicles will be authorized for sale. 

3. In addition the automotive industry will assist in adapting some gasoline-fueled 
vehicles already built to 100% alcohol-fueled vehicles according to the following 
time-table: 

1980 - 80,000 adaptations 
1981- 90,000 adaptations 
1982 - 100,000 adaptations

of France wfll be on the European 
team along with Carson, Pat Ed- 
dery of Ireland and Joe Mercer of 
England. 

Points toward the (cam trophy 
will be awarded in each race, with 
the winning jockey receiving 10 
points, the second-place jockey nine 
points down to one point for the 
last-place jockey. 

“Each one of the European riders 
has a definite style,” Cauthen was 
saying now. “Lister Piggot has a 
great sense of pace, a great mind, 
peat patience. He’ll wait until the 
tot 70 yards to moke a move. He 
doesn't worry about what people 
will say if he gets beaten, but he 
doesn’t get beaten too often. 

“Willie Carson will seem hope- 
lessly beaten but he comes on. It 
lorries like he's always pushing, but 
he’s really never asked his horse and 
then he'll ask it. Sl Martin is very 
strong, an experienced international 
rider. Eddery is very, very stylish 
with a good whip rhythm. Mercer is 
very strong, he never gels his horse 
in trouble. 

Since going to England earlier 
this year, Cauthen has ridden in the 
United Stales only once — at the 
Meadow lands opening night in Sep- 
tember, when he finished second 
twice and third twice with six 
mounts. Out of 657 mounts this 
year in California, Europe and the 
Meadowlands, he has had 70 victo- 
ries, 86 seconds and 86 thirds for 
SI .304.41 3 in total purses. 

“The biggest adjustment for me 
in Englana was the tracks,” Cau- 
(hen said. 

“Over here all the tracks are uni- 
form. ride to the left on dirt. But 
over there, instead of building 
courses, they make courses out of 
what’s there. If there’s a hill, you 
run up the hflL Or you might have a 
mile and a quarter straight or a fig- 
ure eight or right and left turns. Irs 
multiple choke.” 

Cauthen's shepherd there has 
been Jimmy Undiey, once an Eng- 
lish jockey. 

“We have about 25 different 
courses,” Lindley says. “We've 
walked every course before Steve 
rode them. It’s like walking a golf 
course before you play it to learn 
the undulations. His very first race 
at Salisbury was tricky because the 
ground was heavy from rain. When 
that course is like, that, al the finish 
you don't stay near the rail because 
the ground is too heavy there. You 
have to swipe left and that’s what 
Steve did and he won his very first 
race. That impressed people, espe- 
cially the other jockeys." 

Not Just Gambfing 

lindley suggested the jockey 
competition to the Meadowlands 
tot September, when he accompa- 
nied Cauthen for the one-night 
stand. 

“Most people think of racing as a 
betting medium but I’ve always be- 
lieved that it should be thought of 
for its athletic value too," Lindley 
said. “Jockeys are athletes. We did 
it this summer with an En glis h team 
that went to Stockholm and now 
we’re doing it here.” 

’ Next year, according to Lindley, 
the jockey challenge might be held 
at an English track. 

“It’s m the pipeline at the 
moment,” he said. “I know the Joc- 
key Cubs or both countries are in- 
terested in it. In time it might be 
like the America’s Cup in ocean rac- 
ing — all we hope is that we win 
this more times than we've won 
that.”

EW YORK — A strange story 
was buried in the “Whatever 


Happened To" column of lost 
month's Executive’s Digest.

friends look like," said another 
participant. 

Ms. Hcany advises families to 
begin “re-eatry activities” abotit 
six months before coming home.
